To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Barry  Borough  Council. 
Mr*  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  annual 
report  on  the  Public  Health  of  Barry  for  the  year  1947.  The 
Corporation  is  aware  that  the  late  Dr.  E.  I.  Davies  held  office  until 
his  death  in  June,  1947,  from  which  time  the  duties  were  carried  out 
by  me.  This  Report,  therefore,  is  a combination  of  both  periods. 

Its  publication  has  been  delayed  by  the  volume  of  work  involved  in 
the  transfer  of  functions  under  the  Rational  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  report  is  based  on  the  various  Government 
Circulars  which  apply  to  Barry  and  concerns  the  Public  Health  of  the 
town  and  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

Public  Health  Services. 


Infectious  Diseases.  The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  shows  a 
Targe  increase  on  TKe  1946  figures,  being  795  as  against  358.  This 
is  due  to  the  widespread  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  town  during  the 
summer.  The  epidemic  was  a mild  one,  541  cases  being  notified  with 

no  death. 

Diphtheria.  Only  three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during 
the  year,  thus  showing  a new  low  record  - a morbidity  rate  of 
0.08/1000  and  a mortality  rate  of  nil.  During  the  year,  the  imm- 
unisation propaganda  was  continued  by  means  of  personal  talks  to 
the  mothers  by  Health  Visitors  and  by  birthday  cards.  In  addition, 
a week’s  campaign  was  carried  out  at  the  Tivoli  cinema  with  the  kind 
co-operation  of  the  Manager. 

Poliomyelitis . In  spite  of  the  widespread  epidemic  this  year,  Barry, 
although  a seaside  resort  with  a large  influx  of  summer  visitors, 
escaped  lightly.  Many  contacts  entering  the  area  were  supervised 
but  none  developed  the  disease . . Two  residents  of  the  town  were 
confirmed  as  suffering  from  poliomyelitis  and  were  removed  to 
hospital.  They  were  both  under  three  years  of  age,  had  paralysis 
of  one  limb  only  (the  leg)  and  are  progressing  fairly  satisfactorily 
with  little  residual  paralysis.  They  live  at  opposite  ends  of  the 

town  and  neither  had  contact  with  any  known  case  of  the  disease. 

In  the  early  stages  of  the  epidemic,  the  water  of 
the  swimming  baths  was  investigated  and  found  to  be  pure,  but,  as  an 
additional  precaution,  chloramine  treatment  was  instituted  by  the 
Borough  Engineer.  Advice  was  issued  from  the  Public  Health. Depart- 
ment on  precautions  against  flies  and  infected  foods  and  against 
children  congregating  in  enclosed  stuffy  places.  During  the 
epidemic,  operations  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  not 
undertaken  at  the  Barry  Accident  & Surgical  Hospital. 

maternity  & Child  Welfare.  As  the  Rational  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
provides  for  THe  transfer  of  all  personal  health  services  to  Local 
Health  Authority  (Glamorgan  County  Council) , this  will  be  the  last 
annual  report  to  contain  reference  to  this  important  branch  of 
Public  Health. 

In  view  of  this,  it  would  perhaps  be  of. interest 
to  give  a brief  survey  of  the  developement  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  services  of  this  Borough  over  the  last  forty  years. 

In  1908,  after  the  inception  of  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act,  the  medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  first  time,  had 
early  knowledge  of  all  births  in  the  district.  Dr.  George  Neale, 
the  first  m.O.H.  of  Barry,  quickly  utilised  this  knowledge  and. 
immediately  made  arrangements  with  the  Barry  and  District  Nursing. 
Association  for.  their  nurses  to  visit  the  new  born  babies  and. advise 
their  mothers.  This  supervision  was  continued  during  the  chila  s 
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first  year  of  life,  five  visits'  being  paid  to  each  baby.  In  addition, 
during  these  visits,  records  were  made  of  the  family  history  and  all 
particulars  of  the  child.  These  cards  were  then  returned  to  the 
M . 0 . H . 

In  the  same  year,  Dr.  Neale  published  in  his 
annual  report  a copy  of  his  ’Rules  for  the  feeding  and  care  of  Infants' 
which  must  have  been  far  in  advance  of  his  time  as  the  broad  principles 
underlying  his  rules  still  hold  good  in  the  present  day.  He  also 
stated  'It  is  a well  known  fact  that  practically  half  the  children 
born,  die  before  they  reach  the  age  of  five  years'. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Barry  and  District  Nursing 
Association  continued  until  1915  when  two  health  visitors  were 
appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

In  1918,  the  Maternity  & 'Child  Welfare  Act  was  passed 
By  1919,  there  were  four  health  visitors  in  Barry  and  home  visiting  was 
extended  to  all  children  under  five  years.  A clinic  was  held  twice 
weekly  at  a school  room  in  Crossways  Street.  Here,  the  mothers 
brought  their  young  children  for  examination  and  advice.  During  this 
year,  first  mention  is  made  of  a home  help  service , Difficulty  was 
experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  women  and  it  was  decided  to 
increase  their  salary  to  £1  a week  while  employed  on  a case! 

In  1920,  the  Barry  Island  Infant  Welfare  Centre  was 
opened  and  is  thus  the  oldest  of  the  existing  clinics. 

Until  1921,  when  the  Woodland  Road  Health  Centre  was 
established,  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  carried  out 
from  the  Town  Hall.  This  year  saw  a development  in  the  following 
ways 

Three  Infant  Welfare  sessions  were  held  weekly. 

Infants' foods  were  provided  at  reduced  costs. 

Dental  treatment  for  mothers  and  children  was  provided, 
and  arrangements  were  made  through  the  Neale  Trust  for 
orthopaedic  treatment  at  the  Prince  of  Wales' Hospital . 

Until  1950,  a few  expectant  mothers  had  received 
attention  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  but  then  an  Ante-Natal  clinic 
was  opened  on  the  old  Buttrills  Estate  - one  session  being  held 
fortnightly . 

In  1934,  the  Gynaecological  Clinic  was  established 
and  by  1936,  weekly  ante-natal  clinics  were  held.  In  this  year, the 
Midwives  were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Y/ith  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939,  the  Corporation 
lent  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  the  clinic  portion  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  use  as  a First  Aid  Post  and  Red  Cross  House, 
Newlands  Street, was  taken  over  to  accommodato  all  the  clinics. 

By  1943,  the  number  of  expectant  mothers  attending 
ante-natal  clinics  had  increased  so  much  that  each,  had  to  wait  several 
hours  to  be  seen  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  run  two  weekly  sessions 
for  this  purpose. 

In  1946,  several  changes  took  place,  partly  due  to 
cessation  of  hostilities  and  also  to  the  fact  that  the  transfer  of 
the  School  Medical • Service  to  the  County  Council  under  the  Education 
Act,  1944, had  freed  your  Medical  Officers  from  these  duties,  thus 
allowing  further  expansion  of  the  Maternity  & Child  Welfare  Service. 

A Gas  Cleansing  Station  in  Wyndham  Street  was  taken 
over  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  very _ successfully  adapted  by 
the  Borough  Engineer  into  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  Three  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  weekly  were  commenced  and  the  long  needed  Post-Natal  Clinic 
opened.  The  Gynaecological  Clinic  is  also  held  here.  The  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic  returned  to  the  Public  Health  Department  in  Woodlands  Rd 

A home  help  service  was  instituted,  two  full-time 
home  helps  and  one  part-time  being  employed.  The  service  proved 
very  popular  and  in  1947, an^  additional  full-time  home  help  was  engaged 

This  year,  the  Corporation,  feeling  that . mothers . at 
the  periphery  of  the  town  had  to  walk  too  far  to  the  existing  clinics, 
obtained  an  Army  hut  which  has  been  converted  into  a model  Infant 
Welfare  Centre  at  Cadoxton.  The  conversion  was  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department.  The  building  was  complete 
and  ready  for  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  site  was  available  at  the  Barry  end  and 
negotiations  were  in  progress  in  December,  1947, to  hold  a weekly  infant 
welfare  session  at  the  St.  Nicholas  Church  Hall. 

It  had  been  hoped  to  set  up  a clinic  in  the  Colcot 
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Area  but  the  shortage  of  buildings  and  of  building  materials  made 
this  impossible. 

Staff  Changes.  The  death  of  Dr.  E.  I.  Davies  in  June,  1947, imposed 
a severe  strain  on  the  department  and  it  was  not  until  October  that 
the  services  of  Dr.  E.  Reed,  to  act  as  temporary  Assistant  M.O.H., 
were  obtained. 

Earli e r in  the  year,  Mr . R . W . Hall , k . R . C . V . S . , 
who  had,  in  a part-time  capacity,  for  many  years  undertaken  meat 
inspection  for  the  Corporation,  retired.  His  duties  were  taken 
over  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  (fir.  T.  L.  Spickett). 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  Staff  for  all  the  help  and  consideration  they  afforded  both 
Dr.  Davies  and  myself  during  the  year.

BIRTHS  - According  to  the  Registrar  General,  the  births  in  Barry  during 
1947  numbered  895  (436  males  and  459  females),  this  being  78  more  than 
last  year.  The  birth-rate  was  23*3  compared  with  21.5  in  1946. 

The  illegitimate  births  registered  during  1947  numbered  30 
(13  males  and  17  females). 


DEATHS^  - The  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  482,  of  this  total 
D58  were  males  and  224  females.  The  death-rate  from  all  causes  was 
12.5  per  1 , OOOpopulation,  compared  with  11.8  for  the  previous  year.

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CANCER AND  OTHER  MALIGNANT DISEASES , - The  Cancer  death-rate 

for  1947  was  17.18  per  10,000  for  the  population  as  compared  with  a 
rate  of  13*42  per  10,000  in  1946. 

The  systems  affected  by  this  disease  are  shown  in  Table  11. 

HEART  DISEASE.  - Deaths  from  this  disease  show  an  increase,  the 
Ueatn-rate  m ±947  was  34.10  per  10,000  of  population  as  against 
33.67  per  10,000  for  1946. 

BRONCHITIS . - The  death-rate  for  1947  was  3.9  per  10,000  of  the 
population  as  compared  with  6.05  for  1946. 

GENERAL  PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES IN  THE AREA. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  - General  nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  Barry 
& District  Nursing  Association  who  visit  any  patient  on  being 
communicated  with  by  the  doctor  in  attendance  on  the  case. 

The  Barry  & District  Nursing  Association  has 
a block  of  8 beds  for  maternity  cases  at  the  Woodlands  Road  Nursing 
Home.  Arrangements  are  made  with  the  Nursing  Association  for  the 
Council  to  have  sole  use  of  5 beds  for  mothers  who  had  attended  the 
Corporation’s  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  confinements  at  this 
Institution  during  the  year  was  196. 

LABORATORY SERVICE . - The  following  table  shows  the  results  of 

examinations  of  suspected  specimens  sent  to  the  Cardiff  & County 
Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  year.

HOSPITALS. 

(1)  TUBERCULOSIS . - The  Sully  Hospital  is  maintained  by  the  King 
Edward  Vll  National  Memorial  Association,  and  accommodation  is 
provided  for  300  patients  - 150  men  and  150  women. 

(2)  MATERNI TY . - The  demand  for  hospital  treatment  has  resulted  in 
selecting  certain  types  of  cases  for  admission  to  Institutions.  Only 
complicated  cases  of  pregnancy  and  those  where  it  was  impossible  on 
account  of  unsuitable  home  conditions,  or  lack  of  adequate  home  help, 
being  sanctioned  for  admission  to  either  the  local  Woodlands  Road 
Nursing  Home,  or  the  City  Lodge,  Cardiff.

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(3)  CHILDREN.  - There  is  no  local  children's  hospital.  A small 
chilclrenTs  ward  for  accident  and  surgical  cases  is  provided  at  the 
Council's  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital. 

(4)  FEVER . - Cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  treated  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Colcot  Road,  the  number  of  beds  available  being  42. 

97  cases  were  treated  during  the  year. 

As  there  are  no  cubicle  wards  in  this  hospital,  the 
Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Cardiff  City  Council  to  receive 
patients  suffering  from  diseases  of  the  enteric  group,  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis,  acute  poliomyelitis,  encephalitis  lethargica,  erysipelas 
and  meningitis  other  than  tuberculous.

(5)  SMALLPOX . - The  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  off  the  V/eycock  Road. 

No  case  had  been  admitted  for  several  years,  but  in  June  of  this  year 
a suspected  case  of  smallpox  was  sent  in.  The  patient,  who  was 
unvaccinated,  was  a widow  of  28  who  lived  in  the  Docks  area  of  the  town.  | 
She  had  suffered  from  backache,  headache  and  vomiting  for  5 days  and 
then  developed  a vesicular  rash  which  was  thought  to  show  a tendency  to  ( 
to  a centrifugal  distribution.  She  was  examined  by  several  doctors  and 
opinion  as  to  diagnosis  was  divided.  On  admission,  the  patient  was 
vaccinated  for  diagnostic  purposes  and  a blood  specimen  taken.  The 
vaccination  was  successful,  the  blood  gave  a strongly  positive 
Wassermann  reaction,  and  the  condition  was  finally  diagnosed  as 
secondary  syphilis.  An  intensive  course  of  penicillin  was  administered 
to  the  patient.  In  the  course  of  a month  her  rash  cleared,  her 
general  condition  improved  and  she  was  discharged  to  continue  her 
treatment  at  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  Branch  Clinic. 

In  the  few  days  before  the  diagnosis  of  smallpox  was 
disproved,  necessary  precautionary  measures  were  taken,  all  contacts  ■ 

being  traced  and  99  vaccinations  carried  out. 


(6)  ACCIDENT  AND  SURGICAL  HOSPITAL.  - This  is  39  bedded  hospital 
situated  in  V/yndham  Street,  overlooking  the  Central  Park.  It  is  a 
modern  and  up-to-date  hospital.  It  deals  with  accidents  and  surgical 
cases  of  all  types.

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^^LANCE .FACILITIES^  - During  the  year  a new  ambulance  was  obtained, 
bringing  the  number  owned  by  the  Corporation  to  three.  These 
ambulances  are  used  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  the  Council' 3 
hospitals  and  to  other  hospitals  in  the  Cardiff  City  area.  Details

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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS-  - During  the  year  874  live  births  and  17 
stillbirths  were  notified  under  the  provisions  of  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY.  - There  were  3 deaths  from  causes  connected  with 
pregnancy  during  the  year.  The  maternal  death-rate  was  3.27  per 
1,000  live  and  stillbirths.  There  were  no  deaths  from  puerperal 
sepsis . 

CARE  CF PREmATURE INFANTE . - All  babies  who  weigh  five  and  a half 

pounds  or  "less  at  birth  are  classified  as  premature.  Each  child  is 
visited  regularly  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  arrangements  are  made 
that  any  infant  requiring  extra  attention  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
Premature  Unit  at  City  Lodge  Hospital,  Cardiff.  Of  the  38  premature 
births  notified  during  the  year,  22  were  born  in  hospital  or  nursing 
home  and  16  at  home.  Of  the  latter,  three  were  later  removed  to 
hospital . 

CARE  OF ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN.  - Unmarried  mothers  are  encouraged 

To  attend  the  ant e-Natal  Clinic  and  suitable  arrangements  made  for 
their  confinement.  Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Lady  Court 
Missioner  and  Relieving  Officers.  All  illegitimate  children,  whether 
adopted  or  retained  by  their  mothers,  are  kept  under  close  supervision 
by  the  Health  Visitors.

54  patients  were  sent  into  hospital  by  the  general 
practitioners  as  emergency  cases. 

The  number  of  mothers  admitted  to  City  Lodge 
Hospital  for  unsuitable  home  conditions  was  29* 

Arrangements  were  made  through  the  Clinic  for  the 
admission  of  122  mothers  to  the  Woodlands  Road  Maternity  Home. 

All  patients  admitted  to  the  City  Lodge  Hospital 
and  those  entering  the  Woodlands  Road  Maternity  Home  through  the  Clinic 
are  assessed  for  ability  to  pay  full  or  part  fees  according  to  the 
Council's  scale. 

During  the  year,  24  mothers  were  X-rayed  at  the 
Barry  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital  for  confirmation  of  diagnosis. 

Of  the  519  patients  examined  at  the  Clinic,  22 
were  not  pregnant,  9 miscarriages  occurred  and  6 were  delivered  of 
stillborn  infants.  8 unmarried  mothers  attended  the  Clinic,  and  of 
these,  6 were  confined  in  hospital,  1 at  home  and  1 left  the  district. 

The  number  of  premature  births  amongst  mothers 
attending  the  Clinic  was  17.  2 were  stillbirths,  3 died  during  the 

first  week  and  12  were  thriving  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

334  routine  blood  tests  were  carried  out  and,  of 
these,  4 gave  positive  W.R.  All  4 received  treatment  at  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  Branch  Clinic  and  were  delivered  of  healthy  babies . 

312  tests  were  done  of  which  52  were  Rh.  negative. 
The  husbands  of  26  of  these  cases  were  tested  and  23  had  Rh.  positive 
blood.  None  of  the  mothers  showed  any  irregular  antibodies  and  none 
of  the  infants  developed  any  of  the  erethoblastosis  group  of  diseases. 

POST-NATAL  CLINIC.  - This  branch  of  maternity  and  Child  V/elfare  is  now 
catered  for  at  a weekly  session  held  at  the  Wyndham  Street  Clinic, 
mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  for  a thorough  examination  six  weeks 
after  the  birth  of  their  infants. 

During  the  year  43  sessions  were  held  and  183 
mothers  attended  for  advice  and  treatment. 

GYNAECOLOGICAL  CLINIC.  - This  Clinic  functions  for  the  dual  purpose 
of  advisirg  mothers  suffering  from  complaints  peculiar  to  women  and  to 
advise  on  contraceptive  methods  in  those  cases  in  which  fui  ther 
pregnancy  would  be  detrimental  to  health. 

27  sessions  were  held,  90  new  cases  seen  and 
205  re-examinations  undertaken. 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES . - in  1947  the  number  of  weekly  sessions  set 
aside  for  this  work  was  increased  from  three  to  four.  During  the  year 
the  following  attendances  were  made  at  these  clinics.

HOLE  HELPS.  - The  Home  Help  Scheme, instituted  by  the  Corporation  in 
1946,  proved  so  popular  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  engage  a third 
full-time  home  help.  These  women  are  carefully  selected  and 
> undertake  the  care  of  the  home  during  the  mother’s  confinement.  The 
home  helps  are  employed  by  the  Corporation  and  the  mothers  contribute 
towards  the  costs  on  a scale  according  to  their  means .

OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC . - Dr,  Rupert  Parry,  Cardiff,  acts  as  part-time 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service.  During 
the  year,  152  examinations  were  made  and  45  prescriptions  for 

spectacles  issued. 

ORTHOPAEDICS . - Cases  of  physically  .defective  children  under  school 
age  are  referred  from  the  Centres  to  the  Prince  of  Wales ’ Hospital, 
Cardiff,  for  treatment.  The  expenses  incurred,  in  necessitous  cases 
are  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Neale  Trust. 

During  the  year,  42  cases  received  remedial  treatment  at  the 

Hospital . 

INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION.  - The  Barry  Borough  Council  Is  the 
Registration  and  Supervising  Authority.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Health  Visitors  are  the  appointed  Infant  Protection  Officers. 

There  are  10  adopted  children  on  the  Register  and  they  are  visited  at 
regular  intervals  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

(a)  Notifiable  Diseases.  - 795  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were 

notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  553  for  the  previous  year. 

79  were  removed  to  hospital  and  the  remainder  treated  at  home.  A 
complete  tabulated  statement  of  all  notifiable  diseases  that 
occurred  during  the  year  is  attached, 

SCARLET  FEVER . - During  the  year,  the  prevalence  of  this  disease 

do  ere a sed ; 35  cases  were  notified,  and  of  these,  66  were  removed  to 
hospital . 

DIPHTHERIA . - Diphtheria  notifications  continue  to  show  a marked 
decrease,"*  only  5 cases  being  notified  during  1947,  as  against  20  for 
the  previous  year.  All  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.  In 
addition,  15  other  cases  were  hospitalised  and  treated  for  various 
non-diphtheritic  conditions  such  as  tonsillitis,  quinsy,  Vincent’s 
angina  and  septic  conditions  of  nose  and  throat. 

There  were  no  deaths  amongst  cases  of  Diphtheria,  the 
morbidity  rate  being  0.08  per  1,000  population.

WATER.  - The  whole  of  the  area  of  the  Corporation  is  supplied  by 
water  from  Taf f Fechan  and  is  good  in  quality  and  plentiful  in 
quantity.  The  water  is  received  in  a storage  reservoir  at 
St.  Lythans  and  distributed  throughout  the  district.  Chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations  are  per iodically  made  and  the  results 
are  invariably  good. 

In  addition  to  the  supply  for  domestic  consumption,  the 
Corporation  undertakes  to  supply  a considerable  quantity  of  water 
to  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company  for  its  docks  and  railway 
undertakings . 

9,556  dwellings  are  supplied  with  water  from  public 
mains  direct  to  the  houses  and  167  premises  (including  squatters’ 
huts  and  temporary  bungalows ) are  supplied  from  standpipes  or 
communal  taps .

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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  - There  are  no  streams  of  any  size  in  the 
area . 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE*  - There  are  two  main  sea  outfall 
systems  of  sewerage  disposal  in  the  area,  one  situated  at  Gold 
Knap  in  the  western  end,  and  the  other  at  Bendrick  Rocks  in  the 
eastern  end  of  the  town.  The  sewers  discharge  below  low  water 

mark. 

Three  small  seotic  tank1  installat ions  operate  in  the  west 
end  of  the  district,  but  these  will  be  done  away  with  when  an 
additional  sewer  is  constructed  in  the  Porthkerry  Park  area. 

Flooding  takes  place  in  certain  areas  of  the  town  during 
heavy  weather  and  ultimately  the  question  of  additional  outfall 
sewers  will  have  to  be  considered. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  farmsteads  and  outlying  houses, 
all  other  premises  are  connected  to  the  public  sewer.

This  house 
has  been  frequently  inspected  and  the  Byelaws  found  to  be 
generally  well  observed. 

The  accommodation  is  more  than 
sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements. 

SEAMEN* S LODGING*  ROUSES.  - There  are  33  seamen’s  lodging  houses 
in  the  district,  registered  to  accommodate  231  seamen.  The  houses 
are  well  kept  and  regulated,  and  are  subject  to  constant 
supervision. 

TENTS.  VANS  _ANP  SHEDS . - There  are  only  a few  tents,  vans  and 

sEecTs"  in  the  district,  'and  little  difficulty  is  experienced  with 
them. 

FACTORIES . - The  factories  In  the  district  have  been  systematically 

inspected  and  the  details  are  set  out  In  the  table  below.

3,  - OUTWORK . - The  number  of  outworkers  recorded  in  the 

August  list  as  required  by  Section  110  was  48  and  all  persons 
concerned  were  engaged  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel.  The 
premises  were  examined  as  to  cleanliness  and  suitability  for 

outwork. 

HOUSING.  - (a)  CLEARANCE  & IMPROVEMENT  AREAS.  - Barry  Is  a 

comparatively  new  town  and  consequently  no  areas  have  been 
scheduled  for  ’’Clearance''  or  "Improvement”. 

(b )  DEMOLITIONS . - Three  dwellings  (two  temporary  and 
one  permanent)  were  declared  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 

demolished. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS.  - There  was  a .slight  improvement  during  the  year 
in  the  supply  position  and,  consequently,  repairs  were  carried  out 
with  greater  expedition  than  in  previous  post-war  years.  Much 
remains  to  be  done,  however,  to  bring  the  older  houses  up  to 
pre-1939  standard. 

HOUSE  LETTING  SCHEME.  - Since  the  inception  of  the  Corporation’s 
house  letting  scheme,  over  2,500  visits  have  been  ma.de  in 
connection  with  applications  for  bouses.  The  circumstances  of  all 
families,  their  sleeping  and  living  arrangements,  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  premises  were  recorded  and  supplied  to  the 
Borough  Treasurer’s  Department  for  points  assessment. 

Applications  for  Corporation  houses  are  divided  into 
four  sections,  as  follows 

(a)  General. 

(b)  Special  Health. 

(c)  Old  Age  Pensioners  (for  Old  Age  Pensioners’  houses  only) 

(d)  R.A.F.  (for  R.A.F.  houses  only). 
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HOUSE  LETTING  SCHEME.  (Cont. ) 

General . - This  list  deals  exclusively  with  overcrowded  or 
badly  housed  applicants.  No  medical  conditions  are  taken  into 
account  in  assessing  the  needs  of  the  applicants. 

Special  Health.  - This  list  is  one  in  which  health 
conditions  are  such  that  segregation  of  families  is  desirable. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  empowered  in  this  section  of  the 
scheme  to  let  one  house  for  every  ten  made  available  to 
applicants  on  the  General  List. 

Old  Age  Pensioners.  - The  Old  Age  Pensioners’  houses  are  let 
according  to  date  apolicat ion,  provided  there  is  need. 

R.A ,F.  - A certain  number  of  houses  are  let  exclusively  to 

R.A.F.  personnel. 

SQUATTERS . - 157  redundant  Army  Huts  were  taken  possession  of 

by  squatters  (numbering  approximately  600)  during  the  year  and 
the  majority  of  these  were  later  taken  over  by  the  Corporation. 

A scheme  was  agreed  unon  between  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Corporation  as  to  the  provision  of  certain  amenities. 
Re-housing  of  the  occupants  is  based  upon  their  previous 
position  on  the  housing  list. 

DRAINS . - During  the  year,  72  drains  were  tested  upon  complaint 
or  after  repairs  had  been  carried  out.  It  has  been  pointed  out 
in  previous  reports  that  all  drains  are  subject  to  inspection 
before  being  closed  in. 

RODENT  CONTROL.  - Rodent  control  has  been  exercised  in  this 
area  since  the  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  the 
Corporation  have  had  a rodent  operator  in  their  service  since  the 
Act  came  into  operation.  The  absence  of  permanent  refuse  tips 
and  the  fact  that  the  Town  is  properly  sewered  has  kept  down  the 
Incidence  of  rats  to  a minimum.  Complaints  received  are 
immediately  investigated  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries’  methods  of  destruction  are  followed.  Sewers  are 
periodically  pre-baited  and  the  results  indicate  the  value  of  the 
work  done.  Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  Ministry  and 
the  Corporation  in  dealing  with  this  problem. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  - The  bi-weekly  removal  of  house  refuse  and 
the  daily  removal  of 'trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of 
mechanical  transport.  Salvage  work  In  connection  with  the 
post-war  effort  is  maintained  in  conjunction  with  public  cleansing 
and  trucks  are  attached  to  freighters  in  order  that  suitable 
material  can  be  kept  separate  from  the  ordinary  household  refuse, 
which  is  conveyed  to  the  Refuse  Destructor  and  burnt.  Temporary 
refuse  tips  have  been  established  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Town 
to  deal  with  any  excess  refuse  that  cannot  be  dealt  with  at  the 
Refuse  Destructor. 

BED  BUGS.  - 59  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  and 

investigations  made  in  each  case.  Infestation  in  Corporation 
houses  is  dealt  with  by  our  own  employees  and  in  privately-owned 
houses  by  the  occupants.  Instructions  are  given  as  to  the 
methods  to  be  employed  and  insecticides  provided  at  the  expense 
of  the  Corporation. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION _0F_  FOOD . 

MILK  SUPPLY.  - 28  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year 

and  of  these,  10  were  reported  unsatisfactory.  In  such  cases, 
step3  were  taken  with  a view  to  the  improvement  of  methods  of 
production,  and  advice  given  as  to  the  probable  cause  of  the 
unsatisfactory  results.  Follow -up  samples  were  taken  in  all 
cases  until  satisfactory  results  were  obtained. 
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MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1956.  - One  person  Is 

licensed  for  the  pasteurisation  of  milk,  five  as  dealers  in 
Pasteurised  Milk  and  three  in  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  There  are 
also  three  producers  of  Accredited  Milk  in  the  area. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES^  - There  are  17  producers  and  84 
retaTlers  of  milk  within  the  area  of  the  Council.  Generally 
sneaking,  premises  of  both  producers  and  retailers  were  kept  in 
satisfactory  condition.  The  quantity  of  milk  produced  within  the 
area  Is  relatively  small,  probably  amounting  to  not  more  than 
30$  of  the  quantity  consumed. 

tlEAT  INSPE_CTIWi  (Public  Abattoir).  - Mr  .R.W.Hall,  M.R.C  .V.S  • , 
retired  on  the  31st.  March,  1947,  and  since  that  time,  the  whble 
of  the  meat  inspection  in  the  Public  Abattoir  has  been  carried 
out  by  your  Meat  Inspectors.

MEAT  INSPECTION  (Shops).  - 4,417  lbs.  of  Meat  was  condemned  in

FOOD  INSPECTION.  - Food  inspections  were  regularly  carried  out 
and  during  the  year,  5,171  lbs.  of  various  foods  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES . - The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  have 
been  enforced,  but  restrictions  placed  upon  trade  have  resulted 
in  much  shorter  hours  being  worked  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . - One  complaint  was  received  during  the  year 

as  to  the  emission  of  black  smoke  but,  upon  investigation,  no 
statutory  nuisance  was  discovered.  The  premises  is  still  being 
kept  under  observation.

PORT  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 


This  is  the  59th  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Barry  Port 
Health  Authority. 

The  Report  covers  the  work-  of  the  Authority  during  the  year  and 
is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Memorandum  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  Port  Health  Authorities. 


PORT HEALTH AUTHORITY  „ 

The  trade  of  the  Port  for  the  year  was  disappointing  and  having 
regard  to  the  facilities  possessed  by  the  Port,  it  is  regrettable  that 
arrangements  cannot  be  made  to  divert  tonnage  to  Barry. 

The  statistics  relating  to  health  and  sanitation  are  set  out 
and  are  satisfactory. 

Medical  Inspection. 

The  number  of  vessels  visited  by  your  Port  Medical  Officer 
will  be  seen  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

During  the  height  of  the  timber  trade  from  the  Baltic  area, 
telegrams  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  the 
presence  of  plague  on  the  EePfet  Baltic  sea-board.  Confidential 
notification  of  this  fact  was  conveyed  to  H.m. Customs,  Docks  Authority 
and  Channel  Pilots.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  examination  of 
the  crews  of  vessels  proceeding  either  directly  or  indirectly  from  the 
Baltic  area  and  all  vessels  were  boarded  by  your  medical  Officer  in 
the  Barry  Roads,  prior  to  their  entering  the  Docks.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  was  discovered  during  these  examinations . Close 
co-operation  was  maintained  between  the  officials  of  H.M. Customs,  the 
Pilots  and  the  Port  Health  Authority  during  this  period. 


JURISDICTION  OF  THE  PORT. 


The  limits  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  are  as 
follows : - 

"A  straight  line  drawn  due  South  from  the  seaward 
extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Sully  and  Laver- 
nock,  and  to  the  boundary  of  the  said  port,  a straight  line  drawn  due 
South  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  common  boundary  of  the 
Parishes  of  St.  Athan  and  Llantwit  Major,  to  the  boundary  of  the  said 
Port,  and  a line  co-incident  with  that  part  of  the  boundary  of  the 
said  port  which  lies  between  points  at  which  the  straight  line 
hereinbefore  mentioned  meet  such  boundary  together  with  the  waters  of 
the  said  Port  of  Cardiff  within  such  limits,  and  the  place  or  places 
for  the  time  being  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or 
Stations  for  such  part  of  the  said  port,  and  every  place  for  the  time 
being  for  the  mooring  and  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  part  of  the 
said  port,  under  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
diseases  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf, 
and  the  docks,  basins,  harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays, 
and  streams  belonging  to  such  part  of  the  said  port." 

The  contributing  Riparian  Authorities  are  the  Cardiff  Rural 
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District  Council,  and  the  Cowbridgo  Rural  District  Council.  The 
boundary  of  the  district  therefore  extends  from  a point  at  Swanbridge 
immediately  opposite  the  eastern  side  of  cully  Island  to  a point 
approximately  one  mile  West  of  the  Leya.  The  latter  position  is 
known  as  Penry  Bay . 

The  Medical  Officer  to  the  Port  health  Authority  desires 
to  express  her  appreciation  of  the  assistance  received  from  H.M. 
Customs  Officers,  the  Officers  of  the  Great  Western  Railway 
Authorities,  the  Harbour  Master  and  the  Pilots,  who  have  co-operated 
in  the  maintenance  of  Public  Health  and  the  prevention  of  disease 
in  the  port .

( 4 ) Mooring  Stations  Designated  under  Article  10. 

(a)  Within  the  Docks. 

The  Inner  mooring  Station  has  been  altered  during  the  year  and 
is  now  situated  between  Nos.  29  and  31  buoys  in  No.  2 Dock.  In  the 
event  of  this  berth  being  occupied,  arrangements  are  in  operation 
whereby  alternative  accommodation  shall  be  provided  by  agreement  between 
the  Docks  Authorities  and  Port  Medical  Officer.

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  H. m. Customs  for  standing  exemption

of  Health,

( 7 ) Arrangements  for  medical  Inspection. 

( a ) Premises  and  Vvaiting  Rooms. 

Port  Medical  Officer's  Office,  Port  Health  Inspector's  Office. 


( b ) Cleansing  and  Disinfection. 

The  Port  Health  Officers  undertake  the  disinfection  of  infected 
quarters,  and  infected  bedding  is  removed  to  the  Public  Health  Centre 
for  steam  disinfection. 

Verminous  persons  are  removed  by  ambulance  to  the  Public  Health 
Centre  where  they  are  bathed  and  treated  and  their  clothing  and  other 
articles  are  disinfected  by  steam. 

(c)  Premises  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  persons  for  whom 
such  accommodation  is  required  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Regulations.  There  is  none. 


(d)  Hospital  accommodation  available  for  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow

( i ) Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  and  Plague. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  Plague,  Cholera  and  Yellow  Fever  at  the  Council's 
Isolation  Hospital,  Weycock  Road.  This  hospital  is  also  used  for 
cases  of  smallpox.  No  other  types  of  infectious  disease  are  dealt 
with  at  this  hospital. 

( ii ) Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

Cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever occurring  in  the  Port 
are  removed  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  of  the  Barry  Borough 
Council . 

(iii)  Smallpox  and  Chicken  Pox. 

Cases  of  Smallpox  and  Chicken  Pox  occurring  in  the  Port 
of  Barry  are  removed  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  of  the  Barry  Borough 
Council . 

(iv)  Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

On  account  of  the  fact  that  there  are  no. cubicle  wards 
in  the  Barry  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  the  Council  have  made 
arrangements  with  the  Cardiff  City  Council  to  receive  patients 
suffering  from  diseases  of  the  enteric  group,  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis,  poliomyelitis,  encephalitis  lethargica,  erysipelas  and 
meningitis  other  than  tuberculous. 
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Other  cases  of  infectious  sickness  landed  from  vessels, such  as 
4 dysentery,  malaria,  influenza,  pneumonia  and  measles  are  admitted  to 
the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital,  Cardiff. 

( e ) Ambulance  Transport. 

A motor  ambulance  for  infectious  disease  is  provided  by  the 
Barry  Borough  Council. 

( f ) Supervision  of  Contacts. 

Contacts,  if  allowed  to  remain  on  the  ship,  are  kept  under 
daily  observation  by  the  Fort  Medical  Officer.  If,  after  examination, 
they  are  permitted  to  proceed  to  their  own  homes,  their  names  and 
addresses  are  taken  and  notification  is  sent  to  the  medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  the  district  to  which  they  are  going. 

( 8 )  Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological  Examination 
of  Rats  for  Plague,  and  other  Bacteriological  or  Pathological 
Examinations . 

These  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Cardiff  & County 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 

( 9 )  Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 

Arrangements  for  the  Detection  and  Treatment  of  Venereal 
diseases  amongst  seamen. 

Careful  inquiry  is  always  made  of  the  responsible  officers  of 
ships  relating  to  the  possibility  of  cases  of  venereal  disease  amongst 
the  crew,  and  leaflets  with  full  directions  are  distributed  to  masters 
of  vessels.

VI.  HYGIENE  OF  CREWS1  SPACES. 

All  ships  are  inspected  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  on  arrival 
and  strict  investigation  made  as  to  tho  occurrence  of  any  cases  of 
sickness  during  the  voyage.  After  berthing,  systematic  inspections 
are  made  of  vossels,  particularly  with  regard  to  living  quarters,  and 
enquiries  made  as  to  rat  prevalence  and  mortality.  In  any  cases  of 
doubt,  samples  of  water  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
action  taken  according  to  tho  results  received. 

The  general  standard  of  crows1  quarters  has  considerably  Improved 
during  the  last  few  years.  In  addition  to  increased  cubic  space, 
certain  amenities  are  now  providod  which  enable  a greater  measuro  of 
comfort  to  be  enjoyed  by  seamen.  Much , however , remains  to  bo  done  but 
it  Is  useless  providing  good  quarters,  if  the  seamon  themselves  do 
not  also  take  a live  interest  in  their  maintenance. 
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DEFECT8  OF  SANITATION.  - During  the  year,  270  informal  notices 
were  served  on  owners  and  masters  of  vessels  requiring  them  to 
remedy  defects  discovered  after  routine  inspections.  These  notices 
specified  495  defects  of  sanitation  and  represented  6 defects  of 
original  construction,  51  wear  and  tear  and  438  lack  of  cleanliness.
